[MERICAN SOLDIERS 
ARRIVE IN FRANCE. 



Several Thousand Will 
be in ihe Thick oi the Fight. 
Journey Unhampered. 

Tile advance guard <if the American 
; ' soldiers who are to light side by side 

with the French, iIm Belgians, the liiit- 
Ub, the Russians, Ihe Italians and the 
1'orttiKUt'se troupe, has arrived in Fran- 
ce despite- the U=rmau sub-marines. 
Tbejtnnouncemenl of their safe arrival 
was received at Washington headquar- 
ter! last Wednesday. The guard n,u- 
sTs"tV of thousands of seasoued regulars 
anu niarir.t-s and trained lighting mm 
who have been stationed on the Mexi- 
can border. 

It is stated that it is the largest troop 
of soldiers to have been assembled and 
conveyed from one place to another in 
so short a time with out accidents, that 
was ever known. In the Boer War, 
the British troops were safely transferr- 
ed to South Africa but they did not 
have to pass through sub-niaiine zones. 

The arrival of the American troop 
will be quite an asset to the Alliet, and 
it is thought thev will be encamped be- 
tween the British and French troops as 
a connecting link. 

They are to be fed, clothed and cared 
for solely by the United States. Clen. 
, Pershing, the commander-in-chief, wit 
his suit have been preparing for their 
arrival for several weeks. Camp sites 
have been selected, details of the final 
training to be given before the move to 
■%1'ti front begins have been worked out. 
Regiments of the uational army com- 
posed of railway workers and eugineers 
are busy at this work. 

Post-master Burleson has arranged to 
care for the heavy mailt that will pass 
between the American soldiers in Fra- 
nce and home. Kates on Army mail 
lias been reduced to the same cost as 
null between points in this country. 
Poit-oftices will be established in the 
fields.
